Ike Blueprints 
W est's Course for 
Continuing Peace

print for peace: Refuse to retreat 
one inch from principle and stay 
flex ible tactically .

VIENTIANE, 
Laos 
(A P )—Lao­ 
tian gov ernm ent troops threw up 
a defense line against adv ancing 
Communist rebels today only 12 
m iles from Sam Neua, the roy al 
arm y ’s m ilitary headquarters in 
northern Laos. 
Red forces since Sunday hav e 
ov errun lightly manned outposts. 
Adv ance units were reported w ith­ 
in 12 to 18 m iles of Sam Neua in 
w hat shaped up as a major of­ 
fensiv e. 
“ It’s classic w arfare, not guer­ 
rilla tactic*,” D efense Secretary 
Phoum i N osav an told newsm en. 
He charged that the attackers 
included at least one battalion of 
regular North Viet Nam troops,

neighbor to the east. 
“ We intend to hold Sam N eua 
at all 
costs,” Phoumi declared. 
Gov ernm ent troops, m ostly ir­

Khrushchev--Rise To Power

"If you live among dogs,” says 
Nikita 
Sergeyevich 
Khrushchev, 
who is fond of proverbs, "Keep 
a stick with you.” 
For him, the cautious philos­ 
ophy paid off. The 220-pound bun­ 
dle of energy who heads for the 
United States next week for the 
announced 
purpose 
of 
making 
friends never has had many of 
them at home. A Communist pol­ 
itician on the way up couldn't af­ 
ford friends. 
It was a close call for Khru­ 
shchev 
and 
other 
members of 
Stalin’s inner circle early in 1953. 
In the words of an American dip­ 
lomat, old Stalin had "reached for 
the bottle again.” A new blood 
purge seemed inevitable. Nobody 
was safe. 
S t a l i n , suspecting somebody 
planned to rub him out in his de­ 
clining years, cooked up a fantas­ 
tic tale of a plot by doctors, most 
of them Jewish, to poison leading 
Soviet figures, including himself. 
Moscow had an ugly sens* of 
foreboding. 
Luckily for most concerned — 
possibly it was more than co­ 
incidence—Stalin died in March. 
George M. Malenkov became pre­ 
mier and party leader, the new 
boss. 
But

enough to rule Within a few weeks 
the irrepressible K h r u s h c h e v 


nudged Malenkov out of the party imbecile who nearly brought the 
leadership.

Once secret police chief Lavren­ 
ty Beria was safely lodged in a 
Lubyanka prison cellar, awaiting 
the final bullet, and the police or­ 
ganization was purged of tens of 
thousands of its more dangerous 
members, Khrushchev was free to 
throw

around. He did. 
With his new post as first par­ 
ty secretary formally approved, 
Khrushchev promptly denounced 
the directors of Soviet agriculture 
for the sorry mess presented by 
that phase of the economy. 


Khrushchev and the other top 
leaders may have owed their lives 
to an alliance with the military 
and the war hero, Marshal Georgi 
K. Zhukov. In 1956 Khrushchev 
hailed Zhukov as a superb gen­ 
eral who had been maligned and 
exiled by Stalin. 
In 1957, the marshal was exiled 
by Khrushchev, who said he had 
"violated Leninist principles.”

Medical science can t alway s ex ­ 
plain ev ery thing it accom plishes. 
Sometimes we hav e to be happy 
vv ith the resu lts and let it go at 
that. 
Take, for ex am ple, tile case of 
the disappearing cancer, if I may 
borrow a term from the detectiv e 
story thrillers. 
Back im 1949. a 30-y ear-old man 
was fou ndt o hav e deposit* of m a­ 
lignant m elanom a in 
his breast, 
groin, abdominal wall and back. 
M alignant m elanom a is a 
ty pe 
of cancer that often originate* in 
moles. It is characterized by the 
dark color of the m alignant cells. 
Now malignant 
melanoma can 
be cu red if it u i remov ed by su r­ 
gery while still localized, 
bu t it 
can’t be helped by radiation or bv 
any knowm chem ical agents. 
Un­ 
fortu nately , it tends to spread ear­ 
ly and rapidly . 
The site where the cancer first 
occu rred in this patient was 
not 
located. Howev er, he told the doc­ 
tors that he prev iou sly had had a 
mole on his ankle and 
the 
mole 
had “ become infected and dropped 
off ” 
The doctors were able to re­ 
mov e some of the areas of m ela­ 
noma by su rgery and others dis­ 
appeared spontaneou sly . This pa­ 
tient has had no ev idence of can­ 
cer since 195 0.

All right, so mu ch for him. 
In 195 2, the doctors first ex am ­ 
ined a second patient, a 26 -y ear- 
old man. They fou nd mu ltiple de­ 
posits

Three months later doctors cou ld 
find no ev idence at all of the m ela­ 
noma.

sign of the disease.

T V Education Presently Doubtful 


A 15-week experim ent in education tele­ 
vision in a junior college on Long Island, 
N e w York, has ended in adverse opinions 
as to its value. 
The experim ent involved 546 second- 
year students of a tw o-year technical col­ 
lege. M ajority faculty opinion was that 
educational TY placed too m any dem ands 
on the students, w as too costly and was at 


a sacrifice of close student - teacher re­ 
lationships Most of the students were dis­ 
satisfied. 
The course taught w as called Living To­ 
gether and involved typical problem s en­ 
countered by college grad u ates. A non­ 
television course on the sam e subject was 
offered other students. Non-television stu­ 
dents achieved higher g r a d e s in the 
course than television students. 
It w as concluded that educational TY at 
present is not worth the cost or the 
ef­ 
fort in a single college but that super icr, 
cost-saving instruction m ight be obtained 
if several colleges pooled their resources 


and offered all or p art of certain basic 
courses by television. 
This is. of course, just one instance in 
the general approach to TY teaching that 
undoubtedly will occur during the coming 
years. Some high schools m ay acclim ate 
students in TV teaching and when they get 
to college. TY classroom s m ay seem nor­ 
m al to them . 
With the pressure of oncoming students 
on the school system and the financing 
problem s of all schools, it 
is inevitable 
that cost-cutting p r o c e d u r e s will be 
sought.

Sales On Increase 
As New Techniques 
Cut Material's Cost

NEW YORK (AP) — Marble is 
making a comeback. Since the end 
of World War ll sales in this coun­ 
try have increased five fold.

items, and new applications for 
modern furniture. 
But its revival as a building 
material sparks even more inter­ 
est. 
Architects

make marble less costly than it 
once seemed 
After several years of almost . 
total eclipse marble is on the way 
back in 
competition 
with other 
building materials in commercial 
construction. It also is being more 
widely used in residential build­ 
ing. where once it was all but 
banned, 
largely 
on 
grounds 
of 
cost. 
Along with availability of thin­ 
ner, less costly forms of marble, 
one big talking point today is the 
low' maintenance cost of the stone 
in an age when labor charges are 
a growing item. 
The Marble Institute of Ameri­ 
ca says its 110 marble contractor 
and dealer members handle most 
major construction in this country 
and about 50 per cent of the resi­ 
dential 
use. 
It 
reports 
tonnage 
production of domestic quarries is 
up 20 per cent since 1954. 
But imports are gaining faster. 
About half of all marble used in 
the 
United 
States 
is 
imported, 
compared with 30 per cent in 1954. 
Most of the finishing of imported 
marble is done here. There are 15 
major producers 
in the 
United 
States and most of them also are 
importers. 
Fifteen years of experimenting 
have paid off in more efficient and 
economical 
ways 
of 
using 
the 
material. The industry can now 
cut marble slabs thin enough for 
the current style of thin walls. It 
can offer a metal-framed sand­ 
wich panel. This has a 
marble 
exterior finish, backed by a core 
< 
of rigid 
Insulation. The interior 
finish 
is 
Masonite 
or 
asbestos 
with a cement bond. 
These three-inch panels are said 
to look like three inches of solid 
marble, yet they weigh less than 
one-third that much and are high­ 
ly resistant to noise and weather 
changes. 
A 7/s-inch marble slab is avail­ 
able for interior partitions. Mar­ 
ble slabs are being used as later­ 
al or horizontal fins on buildings. 
A market Is growing for half-inch 
marble tiles for interior use, or 
for exterior use.

marble floors are good conductors 
for radiant heating systems. White 
marble chips are touted for pro­ 
tection or for heat reflection on 
flat roofs or modern domes.
